REMARKS 

Claims 1 to 19 are currently pending. Claims 1, 2, 5, 9 
to 12 and 16 have been provisionally rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 3 and 7 of co- 
pending United States Patent Application No. 09/995,108 
(Bregman).. Claims 3, 4, 6 to 8 and 13 to 15 have been 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. Claims 17 to 19 have been allowed. 

The present application was acquired by JDS Uniphase 
Corporation from International Business Machines Corporation, 
see Reel/Frame 013498/0629; however, United States Patent 
Application 09/995,108 (Bregman) was not acquired by JDS, and 
presumably remains in the name of the original applicant. 
Accordingly, reconsideration of the obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection is hereby requested. 

Is should be noted that an essential feature of the 
Bregman application, i.e., the reason for filing a separate 
patent application, is the provision of a "power distribution 
bypass capacitor", which is not disclosed or claimed in the 
present application and constitutes a patentably distinct 
improvement over the invention clained in the present 
application. Namely, the claims in the present application 
and the Bregman application are patentably distinct from one 
another, as the Bregman application claims essential features 
(i.e., a capacitor) not found in the present application.
